Obama’s task to find 
replacements grows 
more complicated 


Washington 

Barely a week after winning re-elec- 
tion, President Barack Obama sud- 
denly confronts a deepening chal- 
lenge in assembling a new national 
security team, his task complicat- 
ed by a scandal that has cost him a 
CIA chief and raised doubts about 
his Afghanistan war commander. 

Hard questions from Congress, 
potentially bitter confirmation 
hearings and a scandal of infidelity 
and inappropriate emails are sud- 
denly shaping the fight ahead. The 
White House portrayed a president 
focused on the economy and confi- 
dent in his military and intelligence 
leadership, but clearly not thrilled. 

When asked whether the per- 
sonnel troubles were an unwelcome 
distraction, presidential spokes- 
man Jay Carney said: “I certainly 
wouldn’t call it welcome.” 

Obama was already expecting 
to have to replace his chief dip- 
lomat, Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, and perhaps 
his defense secretary, Leon Panet- 
ta. Those two alone — plus Trea- 
sury Secretary Timothy Geithner, 
who is also leaving — help shape 
Obama’s thinking and represent

No Plea Deal for ‘East Coast Rapist’ 


Backstory ... 

Aaron Thomas said he was driving his girlfriend's car to 
Woodbridge, Va., on Halloween night in 2009. As he drove 
near his old house, he spotted three teenage girls walking. 

He grabbed a lighter that looked like a gun and forced the 
teens into the woods with the lighter in their backs. The teen- 
agers would later testify that they were terrified, believing 
that their attacker would kill them if they tried to run. The 
assaults were the last of 17 that authorities attributed to Thomas, who was 
linked through DNA and other evidence to assaults and rapes on women as far 
back as 1997. Thomas was arrested in Connecticut in March 2011. (ap) 



After confessing last 
week, man now tells 
judge he’s confused 

Manassas, Va. 

A plea deal for the Connecticut man 
authorities call the “East Coast 
Rapist” fell through Tuesday after 
the defendant told a judge he wasn’t 
sure he knew what he was doing. 

Aaron Thomas, 41, was sched- 
uled to plead guilty in Prince Wil- 
liam Circuit Court to two charges 
of rape and three charges of abduc- 
tion in connection with an attack on 
three teens on Halloween in 2009. 

But on Tuesday morning, stand- 
ing in court before Judge Mary 
Grace O’Brien, Thomas said in a 
barely audible voice that, “I don’t 
know which way is right or wrong. 
I’m not sure I know what I’m doing.” 

A judge generally cannot proceed 
with any plea deal if the defendant 
doesn’t know right from wrong. 


Thomas admitted last week that 
he was responsible for the attacks 
— as well as perhaps 14 attacks 
to which he has been linked by 
investigators. Thomas faces the 
possibility of several life terms in 
prison. He was not expected to be 
sentenced Tuesday. 

A similar plea hearing is sched- 
uled for Nov. 30 in Loudoun Coun- 
ty, where Thomas is accused of rap- 
ing a Leesburg woman in 2001. 

Thomas’ lawyers declined com- 


ment to reporters after the hearing. 

Prince William Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Paul Ebert said 
Thomas had signed a plea agree- 
ment admitting guilt in two rapes 
and three abductions in the Hal- 
loween attacks. Ebert dropped 
three lesser firearms charges as 
part of the deal. Thomas would 
have faced up to life in prison 
under the deal’s terms, with a judge 
determining the ultimate sentence.

And despite a unity deal signed 
by Syrian rebels this weekend, 
which may persuade foreign back- 
ers to send more weapons to use 
to battle the regime, Damascus 
says it still has enough firepower 
and resources to keep up the fight. 

“Syria has more than enough 


weapons for fighting the rebels,” 
said Igor Korotchenko, editor of 
National Defense magazine. “As 
long as Bashar Assad has the 
money to pay his military, it will 
keep fighting.” 

Analysts say it is difficult to 
come up with reliable figures on 
the Syrian air force and air defens- 
es. Assad’s regime — its forces 
stretched thin — has significant- 


ly increased its use of air power 
against rebels since the summer. 

Still, the regime cannot main- 
tain the status quo indefinitely. 

A Mideast intelligence official 
said Syria’s estimated 300 jet fight- 
ers lack the appropriate mainte- 
nance, spare parts and missile war- 
heads. Syria’s helicopters are being 
“exhausted from overuse,” he said. 

With the regime still strong. 


the rebels would need an influx of 
weapons quickly to tip the conflict.

Cab ‘Smart Meters’ on Hold

The city’s plan to install credit-card- 
reading “smart meters” in all 6,500 
taxicabs in the District has been 
indefinitely delayed after an admin- 
istrative law judge ruled Friday that 
a contract to install the meters was 
improperly handled.

RideCharge, which together mount- 
ed the legal challenge in July. Two 
people with knowledge of the rul- 
ing, which has not yet been made 
public, confirmed that the VeriFone 
award has been overturned. 

It is not clear 
how long the

^ J' rollout might be 

J delayed. Officials 
unveiled the Veri- 
Fone system in 
Linton August, sharing 
hopes that the sys- 
tem would be fully deployed in time 
for January’s inauguration festivi- 
ties. But the judge, Monica Parch- 
ment, halted installations in August 



pending her final decision, and now 
that the decision is in, the time line 
appears to be an impossibility. 

Ron Linton, chairman of the D.C. 
Taxicab Commission, said “there 
are options here” short of restarting 
the entire procurement — options 
that would take many months. The 
final decision on how to proceed, he 
said, rests in the hands of Mayor 
Vincent Gray and City Adminis- 
trator Allen Lew. 

“It does not have to start from 
scratch,” Linton said. “There are 
other ways of doing this, and I’m 
going to lay them out.” Gray’s 
intent, he added, “is to have 
this happen as fast as possible.”

As The Post expe- 
rienced declines in circulation and 
print advertising revenue, he also 
presided over a period of cost- 
cutting, which included employ- 
ee buyouts.

Brown Gets 1 Day of Jail Time 


Ex-councilman also 
gets home detention 
for bank-fraud charge 

Washington 

Former D.C. Council chairman 
Kwame Brown was sentenced to 
one day in custody and six months 
of home detention Tuesday morn- 
ing on the bank-fraud charge that 
forced the once-rising local politi- 
cal star to resign from office. 

Federal prosecutors had asked 
U.S. District Judge Richard Leon 
to sentence Brown, 42, to six days 
in jail; Brown’s lawyer had urged 
Leon to spare his client any jail 
time. Leon said he felt that a day 
in the custody of deputy U.S. Mar- 
shals was appropriate. 

Leon also ordered Brown to 
serve two years of probation and 
480 hours of community service.

Backstory 

In June, Kwame Brown pleaded 
guilty to bank fraud and resigned 
as City Council chairman, admitting 
he provided false information on ap- 
plications to obtain two bank loans 
worth more than $200,000. Pros- 
ecutors noted that he faxed one of 
those applications— for a $166,000 
home equity line of credit —from his 
Council office in 2005, when he was 
an at-large member. Two years later. 
Brown admitted, he applied for a 
$55,335 loan to buy a boat by switch- 
ing a “3" to an “8" on a document in 
order to inflate his salary as a consul- 
tantfrom $35,000 to $85,000. (twp) 


In addition to the federal case. 
Brown pleaded guilty in June to a 
city misdemeanor accusing him 
of violating a campaign statute 
that prohibits cash expenditures 


in excess of $50. 

On Tuesday, he was sentenced to 
two years of probation — a 30-day 
jail sentence was suspended — by 
D.C. Superior Court Judge Juliet 


McKenna. He had faced a maxi- 
mum of six months in jail and a 
possible fine of up to $5,000. del

A Washington Soap Opera 

As tawdry scandal expands, Petraeus’ successor in Afghanistan faces scrutiny 


Washington 

The sex scandal that felled CIA Direc- 
tor David Petraeus widened Tuesday 
to ensnare the top U.S. commander in 
Afghanistan, Gen. John Allen, in a sud- 
denly public drama involving a Tampa 
socialite, a jealous rival, a twin sister 
and flirty emails.

Obama put a hold on the nomination 
of Afghan war chief Allen to become the 
next commander of U.S. European Com- 
mand as well as the NATO supreme allied 
commander in Europe after investiga- 
tors uncovered 20,000 documents and 
emails that involved Allen and Tampa 
socialite Jill Kelley. Some material was 
characterized as “flirtatious.” Both Allen 
and Kelley are married. 

According to one senior U.S. official, 
the emails between Allen and Kelley 
were not sexually explicit or seductive 
but included such pet names as “sweet- 
heart” or “dear.” The official said that 
while much of the communication is rel-

The Nationals 

Davey Johnson had been out of 
major league baseball for more 
than 11 years when the Washington 
Nationals, stunned and desperate, 
summoned him in June 2011 from 
his managerial post in the Florida 
Collegiate Summer League. John- 
son was pushing 70. In his decade 
out of major league dugouts, he had 
overcome health scares and per- 


sonal tragedy. He had changed, 
the sport had evolved and a ques- 
tion hung in the air: Had the game 
passed him by? 

The answer came shortly after 
Johnson emerged, and it kept 
repeating itself for the next 15 
months. Passed him by? Heck, 
the game has still not caught up 
to David Allen Johnson. 

On Tuesday night, Johnson con- 
vincingly won the National League 


Manager of the Year award present- 
ed by the Baseball Writers Associ- 
ation of America. In balloting done 
before the start of the playoffs, 
he beat out finalists Dusty Baker 
and Bruce Bochy, whom he once 
instructed in the minor leagues. 

Johnson guided the Nation- 


128-97

als to their first winning season 
since baseball returned to Wash- 
ington, surpassing their 2011 vic- 
tory count by 18 games en route to 
98 victories. 

Johnson received 23 of 32 first- 
place votes and scored 131 total 
votes, winning handily over Baker 
(77) and Bochy (61). Fredi Gonza- 
lez, Bud Black and Mike Matheny 
rounded out the managers receiv- 
ing votes. 

Johnson, who will turn 70 in 


January, was the oldest manager 
in the majors last year. It did not 
keep him from being the sharpest. 
On the hectic weekend he replaced 
Jim Riggleman following Riggle- 
man’s contract dispute, Johnson 
emerged with his same swagger, 
his same aptitude for motivation 
and his same big, cocksure grin 
that makes you think he knows 
something the rest of them don’t. 

He raised expectations. In a 
spring training interview, Johnson 
said the Nationals could fire him 
if they did not make the playoffs. 
From the start of the season, John- 
son’s Nationals believed they were 
better than the rest of the league. 

“There’s a lot of people you can 
point fingers to around here that 
had a lot to do with the changing 
of direction and everything that 
goes into that,” Jayson Werth said 
on the night the Nationals clinched 
the playoffs. “None maybe bigger 
than Davey.” 

This week, the Nationals and 
Johnson agreed on a contract 
that will keep Johnson in the dug- 
out for one more, and only one 
more, year. He will then retire to 
a consultant position with gener- 
al manager Mike Rizzo. Johnson 
has one more season to win a sec- 
ond World Series ring, to augment 
his Hall of Fame resume, to let his 
players, in his phrasing, express 
their talent. The game has one 
more season to catch up to him.

Ken Liu’s genre

I n Ken Liu’s Hugo Award- 
winning short story 
The Paper Menagerie, 
a Chinese mail-order 
bride literally blows life 
into tiny paper animals 
folded for her American 
son. The story, which also 
won a Nebula Award in 2011, 
puts Liu in exclusive company 
with Harlan Ellison and only a 
few other prestigious science 
fiction authors who have won 
both awards. 

In 2011 and 2012, his story 
about the rocky history of 
Chinese-Japanese relations, 
The Man Who Ended History: 
A Documentary, also received 
nominations for the Nebula 
and Hugo awards for Best 
Novella. 

Liu was born in Lanzhou, 
capital of Gansu province, 
and lived there until he was 
11. He now views himself as an 
American writer working in the 
Western literary tradition, but 
considered his “Chineseness” 
an important influence. 

“Of course, a Chinese like 
me is not going to share all the 
same assumptions and beliefs 
as a Chinese born and raised 
in China or a Chinese from 
Malaysia, or a Chinese from 
Canada. But to the extent that 
we all believe being ‘Chinese’ 
means something, it gives us 
a shared heritage and a set of 
cultural commonalities. 

“I also think writers put bits 
of themselves into their work, 
and it is not surprising that 
parts of my life show up in my 
fiction.” 


Jamie Todd Rubin, author 
of In the Cloud, If by Reason 
of Strength and other science 
fiction works, described Liu’s 
work as wide-ranging and 
unique. 

”1 primarily think of Ken 
as one of the best writers of 
short science fiction out there 
today," Rubin said. 


“But many of his stories do 
explore and involve Chinese 
heritage and the intersection 
of Chinese culture and 
American culture. 

"Exposure to these cultural 
intersections makes the 
stories more interesting. 
And I suspect it is a breath of 
fresh air for a genre that has 


historically been dominated 
by American culture.” 

Liu’s previous work as both 
a programmer and a lawyer 
combine to produce a self- 
professed blend of “technical 
rigor and emotional reach” 
that draws on published 
scientific research, he said. 

With The Man Who Ended 
History, Liu turns his focus 
to Unit 731, a Japanese- 
run biological and chemical 
warfare research facility 
in Pingfang district of 
Heilongjiang’s provincial 
capital Harbin, where war 
crimes were carried out 
against Chinese citizens 
during the War of Resistance 


against Japanese Aggression 
(1937-45). 

“The story is inspired by 
the experiences of Iris Chang, 
who, as a result of her efforts 
to bring attention to The Rape 
of Nanking, roused fierce 
opposition from denialists,” 
Liu said. 

“More than just discussing 
the atrocities, the story is 
also about memory, the 
limits of historiography, our 
collective responsibility to 
history, the hold of the past 
on the present, the ways that 
contemporary politics affect 
historical interpretation and 
the duty owed by all of us to 
the victims of past atrocities 


and their descendants.” 

Although the piece comes 
down heavily on the side of 
the Chinese, those medical 
personnel who participated 
in the experiments are also 
given an opportunity to justify 
their behavior in the name of 
science. 

Liu also notes that Japan has 
actually publicly apologized 
on several occasions for war 
crimes committed against the 
Chinese, if only in vague terms. 

“Research for this story was 
very difficult,” he said. 

“Beyond the issues faced 
by the typical historian of this 
era - destruction of evidence 
and suppression of records 
- there was also the issue of 
the denialists themselves. The 
hatred that they exuded was 
so extreme that I found myself 
losing faith in humanity at 
times. 

“The generally positive 
reception the story has 
received, however, restores my 
faith. No matter how dark the 
world appears, there always 
seems to be a sliver of light.” 

Initiated in 1955, the Hugo 
Awards are presented annually 
by the World Science Fiction 
Society, which also sponsors 
the annual World Science 
Fiction Convention. 

The Nebula Award is voted 
upon by his peers at the 
Science Fiction & Fantasy 
Writers of America. Liu has 
also been nominated for the 
juried World Fantasy Award. 

“His exceptional talent is 
widely appreciated. More 
generally, interest in Chinese 
science fiction appears to be 
on the rise,” World Science 
Fiction Society representative 
Kevin Standlee said. 

He pointed to the Science 
Fiction & Fantasy Translation 
Awards, presented every year 
to work translated into English. 

Both awards (for long 
and short form) were given 
to Chinese writers and 
translators this year: Liu 
received the short-form award 
for translating Chen Qiufan's 
The Fish of Lijiang John 
Balcom of Columbia University 
Press received the long-form 
award for Huang Fan’s Zero. 


From bit parts to lead roles

Jonathan Kos-Read isn't 
Chinese - but he is about as 
close as a foreigner gets. 

The 39-year-old American 
actor, who speaks with a perfect 
Beijing accent, is one of the 
most famous foreigners on TV 
and in movies. 

Kos-Read, who’s better known 
by his Chinese name, Cao Cao, 
has appeared in about 100 
Chinese films and TV series in 
the past decade. 

He just completed his latest 
role in the movie Twins’ Code, 
in which he plays a financier 
who perpetrates fraud, 
experiences regret and atones 
for his sins after the 2008 
financial crisis. 

Kos-Read said tackling the 
lead role, his first in a big movie, 
was challenging. 

“When you are a supporting 
actor, you help create stories 
about the lead actors,” he said. 

“When you are a leading actor, 
it is all about you, and adjusting 
to that is very difficult. The main 
difficulty is, when you act the 
leading role, you do a lot less 
... You want the audience to 
guess more about what you are 
thinking.” 

Kos-Read said he has wanted 
to be an actor since childhood. 
He had a strong sense of 
adventure, loved reading novels 
and discovering “strange new 
worlds”. 

His discovery of China 


happened “by accident”. He 
was required to take a foreign 
language to graduate from 
New York University, where he 
majored in acting. He chose 
Chinese, and imagined someday 
visiting the country. 

Kos-Read arrived in China 
after graduation in 1997. For 
the first two years, his life was 
similar to be/p/ao- Chinese who 
have no permanent residence 
permits in Beijing but seek their 
fortunes in the capital. 

He worked in training schools 
for businesspeople. But the 
work was so boring that he 
sometimes fell asleep in his own 
classes. 

“A lot of times, I saw foreigners 
appear in Chinese movies and 
TV shows,” he said. “I thought 
I was better than them both in 
acting and speaking Chinese, 
but I didn't know how to get to 
be like those people.” 

One day, he saw an 
advertisement in an expatriate 
magazine seeking a foreign 
actor for a movie. He went for a 
screen test and got his first role. 
Invitations for other parts soon 
followed. 

The actor explained that 
he always gives 100 percent 
to every role. Even though his 
Chinese is fluent, he still asks 
assistants to go over the script 
scene by scene with him. 

“I need to understand what 
the character wants in life, 
and then I will be able to know 
what he wants in the movie, in 


every scene and then in every 
sentence,” he said. 

Xue Haowen, an actor who 
once worked with Kos-Read, 
said the American is very 
dedicated. 

“He usually recited the lines 
one month before shooting and 
succeeded on the first attempt,” 
Xue said. “If he made a mistake, 
he would be more worried than 
the director.” 

Kos-Read said he doesn’t feel 
any cultural conflicts after living 
in China for 15 years. He said he 
has not only adapted to, but also 
has adopted, Chinese ways of 
doing business. 

The way Kos-Read met his 
wife, Beijing native Li Zhiyin, is 
far less romantic than the love 
stories he portrays on-screen. 
They met on a blind date 
arranged by friends in 1998, 
when Li was still in college. 

The couple recently had their 
second child. 

Li has helped the American 
learn about her language and 
culture, and even gave up her 
career to support him. 

“If I didn't have my wife, I 
would fall apart,” Kos-Read said. 

Their family dynamic is 
typically Chinese. “I earn the 
money and don't even touch it,” 
Kos-Read said. “It goes straight 
to my wife.” 

Kos-Read is writing a murder 
mystery novel set in the 
Southern Song Dynasty (1127- 
1279) about a palace eunuch- 
turned-detective. 

His next film project is a 
Hollywood production about 
monsters shot in Hubei 
province's Shennongjia National 
Nature Reserve. 

Kos-Read hopes to become a 
filmmaker because he realizes 
he can rarely lead in a Chinese 
TV series. 

“Then, I can create TV 
shows or movies that I think 
are good, put actors I think are 
good in them, have them be 
directed by directors I think 
are good and always have a 
supporting actor, who is a 
foreigner.”

CFC-50 Commission Makes Recommendations for Campaign's 
Continued Growth and Success 


Convened for the first time in September of 2011 , the 
CFC-50 Commission was charged with advising the 
Office of Personnei Management (0PM) on how it can 
strengthen the integrity, operations and effectiveness 
of the Combined Federai Campaign (CFO. 

The commission was comprised of 28 members, 
inciuding federai empioyees who served on Locai 
Federai Coordinating Committees around the 
country, directors of nonprofit organizations that 
administer the campaigns regionaiiy, ieaders of 
charities that receive funding through the CFC and 
representatives of the Nationai Active and Retired 
Federai Empioyees Association. 

Among the many recommendations set forward in the 
commission's report are some key strategies suggested 
to heip in opening the CFC to even greater participation, 
making operations even more transparent and taking 
better advantage of evoiving technoiogies. 

"For haif a century, the Combined Federai Campaign 
has set the standard for workpiace giving to charitabie 
organizations," wrote CFC-50 Commission Co-Chairs 


The Flon. Thomas Davis and The Flon. Beveriy Byron in 
a ietter to 0PM Director John Berry. “The many civiiian, 
postai and miiitary personnei who give year in and 
year out are heiping tens of thousands of charities do 
their work in every corner of our country and overseas 
as weii. This histon/ of generosity is worth preserving 
and strengthening." 

Flere is a iook at some of the commission's more 
notabie recommendations across three categories: 

1) Donor Participation 

• Aiiow new empioyees to make CFC piedges 
immediateiy upon entering Federai service rather 
than waiting untii the campaign. 

• Deveiop a process that aiiows current donors 
to renew or continue their existing piedges by 
simpiy checking a box. 

• increase the vaiue proposition for donors by 
shifting the burden of CFC costs from donors to 
participating charities. 

• Urge donors to authorize reiease of information 
that wili aiiow charities to thank them and 
ensure that this information reaches charities 
in a timeiy fashion.

• Create a "one-stop shop" centrai website that iists 
aii nationai and iocai charities, has a robust search 
function, and aiiows centraiized oniine giving. 

• Standardize and improve how payroii offices 
provide donor piedge reports to campaigns. 

• Acceierate efforts to "go green," reducing paper 
processes within the CFC as much as possibie. 

3) Transparency & Accountability 

• Deveiop a robust survey tooi and create focus 
groups to determine what donors and charities 
want and why they do not participate. 

• Strengthen the eiigibiiity criteria that aiiow 
charities to participate and provide donors 
with essentiai charity information when 
seiecting charities. 

• Streamiine the charit/ appiication process to 
reduce costs for participating charities.

Food for Thought: Feeding Those in Need 


The Combined Federal 
Campaign of the National 
Capital Area (CFCNCA) works 
with more than 4,500 charities 
to deliver hope to communities 
in need. Among those charities 
are many emergency feeding 
organizations, including 
food banks, food pantries, 
soup kitchens, shelters 
and prepared food delivery 
services. These organizations 
help meet the needs of 
people who otherwise could 
not afford sufficient food 
or are unable to shop for or 
prepare their own food.

Ana is a loving grandmother 
of four whose biggest dream 
is to watch her grandchildren 
grow up.

How was 
she going to pay for treatment 
without insurance? The doctors 
kindly assured her they could 
remove the tumors that were 
growing inside her body. They 
also promised to connect her to 
social service organizations that 
could help pay for the required 
extensive procedures. 

Within a matter of weeks. Ana 
was able to get the surgery she 
needed and, once home, she 


began receiving meals from 
the delivery service. “It made 
me so happy. I was not alone," 
says Ana. "Love is all around, 
because there were so many 
people helping me." 

The meals Ana receives not 
only provide much-needed 
nutrition, but they ease the 
burden on her family. 

"I am in too much pain to work. 
[These! meals make it easier on 
me and my family — without 
it, I would have to depend on 
them a lot more." 

As Ana continues fighting 
cancer, she is very thankful to 
have the support of her family 
and community. And, thanks 
to organizations like the food 
delivery service. Ana is living 
the true American dream — 
watching her loved ones live a 
better life.

For the 
past five years, she's been honing her skiiis at free 
music iessons offered every week by the Prince 
George County Saivation Army Corps. Rebecca couid 
have had her pick of instruments — the piano, the 
tuba and the trombone were aii on offer.

She 
was seven at the time. 

Rebecca aiready piayed in the Prince George's Youth 
Band. But as her skiiis deveioped, the big ieague 
came caiiing.

and aduits, even though 
she's oniy 12-years-oid. 
But taient can't be heid 
back. The music is an 
inspiration, the hours of 
dedication good training 
for the soui. And the 
more Rebecca piays, 
the more she reaiizes 
she can do anything she 
decides she wants to do. 


Every year, thousands of 
peopie stream through 
The Saivation Army doors 
in desperate need of 
heip.

aimost 7,900 peopie iast year. For this committed 
Corps, the task is ciear: to catch peopie when they 
faii and heip them get back on their feet again. 

The survivai of the famiiy is paramount; case 
managers work with parents to wrap around 
services so every need is met, from assistance 
with rent and utiiity biiis to donations of grocery 
vouchers that put food on the tabie. But it's the 
potentiai of the chiidren that hoids a speciai piace 
in the Corps' heart. Every Tuesday, skiiied music 
instructors work one-on-one with the kids to teach 
them how to piay a musicai instrument iike the 
guitar or piano. Many have deveioped their skiiis 
and now reguiariy piay in the Youth Band during 
Sunday services. Camp opportunities and back-to- 
schooi suppiies iike backpacks, notebooks and pens 
are aiso on offer, as weii as the Angei Tree program, 
which makes sure struggiing famiiies can put 
presents under the tree when the hoiiday season 
roiis around. 

Supporting veterans is another top priority. A 
bequest from a generous supporter means there 
are extra funds avaiiabie to meet the emergency 
needs of the 64,755 veterans that iive throughout 
the county.

You Never Know When You're Going to 
Be Grateful 


"Wow, who knew?" was the 
resounding question her 
extended family asked one 
another when they learned 
that Beth was suffering from 
a debilitating chronic illness. 
"Not many people outside 
of my immediate supervisor 
and co-workers knew," Beth 
recalls, "and to look at me 
you would never know." 

A little more than nine years 
ago. Federal worker Beth 
Yumlu began to experience 
severe pain all over her 
body. The pain continued to 
intensify over the next few 
weeks, and more and more, 
basic, everyday tasks proved 
daunting. The pain ultimately 
became so pronounced that 
Beth lost mobility in her 
lower back and hips and was 
no longer able to walk at 
times, or work. It would be 


two long years before Beth 
would learn the source of 
her symptoms. 

A correct diagnosis was a rare 
form of arthritis, one that is 
causing her joints to fuse 
together. Her medications 
require self-injections, which 
make her quite nauseated. 
These medications are quite 
expensive, and have been 
made available only in the 
last decade or so through 
cutting-edge clinical 

research funded by grants 
and private donations. 

One of the organizations 
responsible for providing 
both the research and 
treatment funding for 
Beth's particular disease 
is listed in the Combined 
Federal Campaign of the 
National Capital Area Catalog 


of Caring. "While I will never 
be cured of my disease, had 
this occurred 20 years ago, 
I would not live the full life 
I lead today," Beth shares. 
Beth credits the CFCNCA- 
funded organization with 
investing the necessary 
resources in finding a cure 
and treating those who have 
been affected by this rare 
form of arthritis. 

Recently Beth received an 
email from someone she'd 
never met who said that 
upon learning of Beth's 
story, it raised awareness for 
Beth's disease and changed 
the reader's perspective on 
giving through the CFCNCA. 
Upon reading the email, 
Beth believes that she's 
made a positive difference in 
the lives of others, somehow 
some way.
